— If DayllghtSavingTtmc is goodrwhy not have- 
moreof It? Earlier this year the House of Repre- 
sentatives voted to increase Daylight Time by 
several weeks each year and a Senate decision 
will come later. Most scientists agree with the 
lawmaker’s plan to begin delaying dusk on the 
first, not last, Sunday of April. But studies in two 
scientific journals conclude that to be most ' 
useful. Daylight SavingTIme should end about a 
month sooner than at present; wc should "fall 
back" to Standard Time at the end of 
September, not Oclober-os we do now — and cer- 
tainly not later, not on the first Sunday in 
November as the House-passed bill requires. If 
congressmen arc ignoring scientists In deciding 
how to reset our clocks, then to whom are they 
giving their lime — qnd ours? 

Perhaps the ultimate political power is to 
tinker with time. How politicians allocate it can 
mean big problems for some, huge profits for 
others. Behind the bill to lengthen daylight isa 
powerful lobbying effort by special Interest 
groups that stand to make billions of dollars if 
• they can change-the clocks that order life. To 
understand the commercial basis for the poIitic.s 
of time, consider the history; 

Time, the way we now tell it and live by it. was 
tnvcntedonlyltKJycarsago. In 1883 — created 
neither by scientists nor by our elected repre- 
sentatives, but by private companies to serve 

— p r ivato- p u r pofioi;. 

Before 1883 every town kept Its own time, set- 
ting the town cluck by sundial. When the Sun's > 
shadow pointed exactly north, the town dock 
was set at Noon. This kept each town In harmony 
wlUi nature, hut out of step with other towns. A.s

the Sun moves cast to west in the sky, sundial 
Noon comes to Palm Springs before it reaches 
Los Angeles, although wc now claim 12 o’clock in 
both places at the same time. 

In a horse-and-buggy age It mattered liltie 

that each city set its own clock to Mother 
Nature's solar time, but the railroads found it 
difficult to make their trains run "on time." By 
mutual agreement, the railroad companies on 
November 18. 1883, carved the United Stales and 
‘Canada up Into four huge "Time Zones" — . 

Pacific, Mountain, Central, and Eastern. All 
railroad clocks and schedules could then conform 
to a uniform time within each zone. Several ma- 
jor cities adopted the new time standard Im- 
mediately, and In 1918 Congress divided he nation 
along the same lines drawn by the private 
railroad tycoons. 

Some.cftlzcns objected. InTcnnessecva 
tlckcd off preacher denounced the local railroad 
for trying to "lake the plaicof God’s sun." He 
.. smashed his watch against the pulpit to show 
"the worthlessness of man-made time." The In- 
dianapolis Daily Sentinel editorialized: "People 
will have to marry by railroad time, and die by 
railroad time. Ministers will be required to 
preach by railroad time. Banks will open and 
close by railroad time. . . . Wc presume the sun. 
moon, and stars will make an attempt to ignore 
the orders of the Railroad Convention, but they, 
too, will have to give In at last'.’’ And, indeed, the 
time on your watch today Is railroad time. 

Once upon another time, people lived without 
clocks. In medieval European towns, days were

AtTlJl' onddf the Middle Ages, towns began 
procuring m.echanlcal devices called docks. 

Tlie.se early docks had only one hand; an hour 


hand, and divided each day into24 hours. Why

“The teacher found out that the boy had just been 
Jilted by his girlfriend, probably during the lunch 
hour," Dubcllc said.

"By doing the unexpected — u5ing humor to dif- 
fuse the tension'— the teacher was able to break up 
the pattern of misbehavior and dcql effectively with

Women bosses more rationed about raises 


salt LAKe city (API - Women 
managers (end to be more objective 
than men when It comes to awarding 
pay raises based on job performance, 
three researchers have found. 

"In making salary decisions, 
women managers were able to 
detect the kind of subtle differences 
-in performance that went 
undetected by men." said -Vandra L. 
Huber, assistant professor of 
management at the University of 
Utah. "As a consequence, they were . 
able to link pay closer to perfor- 
mance than men were able to do." 

The study, to be honored In August 
by the Academy of Management as 


the best competitive paper for ad- 
vancing knowledge about women in 
managemenl. drew, on the experi- 
ences of 229 administrative, profes- 
sional and technical managers In 
norlhcaslem American cities. 

Huber said the study 'she con- 
ducted with Margaret A. Neale and 
Gregory B. Norlhcraft of thc'’Unl‘ 
versity of Arizona's Department of 
Management and Policy was one of 
the first lo use .actual managers, 
rather than students in laboratory 
settings. 

The participants — 167 men and 62 
women — rated worker performance 
from outstanding lo unsatisfactory 


In five areas, then Indicated what 
pay raises they awarded each 
worker. 

Male managers tended to lump 
workers Into two categories — good 
and bad — while females "fine-tuned 
the appraisal-pay system, giving the 
highest performers the largest pay 
Increases.” said Huber, a personnel 
management specialist and former 
Cornell University instructor. 

"High performing employees 
would be better off working for a 
woman, who Is more likely than her 
male counterpart lo base salary In- 
creases on actual performance.” the 
report concludes.

Office visits were comparatively ' 
'cheap then, and financial calamity— 
^or the patient generally could be 
;avcrtcd until hospitalization was 
■necessary. What took root, though, 
^several doctors agree, was a system 
;in which office-based doctors 
■sometimes deliberately hold down 
^the fees they charged for office scr- 
:vlccs — "Since they were, borne per- 
;sonaily by patients — and made 
•their money, so to speak, on hospital 
Tservlccs that were reimbursed by 
;thlrd-parlYDavcrs.

Industrial recruiters 
for chamber swinging

. TWIN FALLS - Medtronic Inc. 
was dazzled by Twin Falls. 

• ExecuUvea easily could envision 
-3S0 workers producing electrodes 
Jfor heart monitors and other medi- 
•cal systems in a vacant factory on 
the clty's'south side. 

They had walked the floors of the 
plant once Inhabited by E. F. 
•Johnson Co. and homegrown • 
'GemTec Inc. They had consulted 
•with local business owners about 
.’worker productivity. They had fig* 
;ured power costs. They had analyz- 
ed the community’s tax structure 
and checked its trucking traffic. 

The Twin Falls factory easily was 
’the most cost-effective, among four 
.sites considered, beating out sites 
-in New England, Puerto . Rico and 
.'.the Minneapolis area, the com- 
pany’s search team later reported. 

Medtronics also felt comfortable 
with the town l.tself. “I was very 
Impressed with Twin Falls and 
'what it had to offer, both in a 
business climate as well as general 

■ Community Issues,” says Art Bur- 

■ nham, director of operations for the 
corporation’s Promeon division and 

' a member of the team. 

• .Enamoured., as It -was,- . Med- 
tronics, which is tfie woHd’s largest 
Independent producer of cardiac 
pacemakers, passed up Twin Falls 
10 days ago after a month-long 

■ courtship.'" 

The city had the right factory, 
but it was the wrong time for Med- 
tronics to move its Andover, Mass., 
operation more than 2,000 miles. 

“The final decision was based on 
• the fact that the operation was just 
a little too fragile to move across 
the country,” Burnham says. "We 
were concerned about profitability 
and I think the costs of moving at 


this time were a little too high to 
sustain.” 

Instead, Medtronics will shift the 
plant only 20 miles, avoiding long 
manufacturing Interruptions. «• 

Medlronics-ls just one of several 
prospects that have approacl^ ' 
and then pulled away from locating'" 
in Twin Falls in the past two yeap. 
Stouffer Foods Coro., which opened _ 
n frozen foods plant mSpringviller' 
Utah, has been the most publicized. 

Two twine-producing firms, a 
400-worker printing operation and a 
host of smaller ' businesses have 
talked seriously about locating in' 
Twin Falls. - • 

Some broke off with no. explana- 
tions. Others have sampled and, 
apparently; still arc active, says 
Mike Dolton, executive vice presi- 
dent for the Greater Twin Falls 
Area Chamber of Commerce and 
the town’s primary industrial 
recruiter. 

Dolton jokes about his ‘.‘batting 
average” self-consciously. Standing 
in the batting cage, he feels the 
pressure from' the hometown fans 
for a solid hit — or preferably, a 
home run. 

The chamber is swinging. “We 
don't leave a stone unturned on any 
of these recruitments,” Dolton

His father and 
brother farm nearby. And, after 16 
years of hard work. It was the loss of 
animals, equipment and a house

Unlike the Kalbachs, most 
displaced farmers stay close to 
home. An Iowa State survey found 
about a third of former farmers 
moved to a nearby rural rcsldt|nce or 
town; more than 40 percent remain- 
ed in the same home. 

An Ohio study found nearly 75 per- 
cent of former farmers remained in 
the same community.

“If you haven't done anything for

URBANA, 111. (AP) - Pigs love toys, and 
farmers have known that for years,' but new* 
research shows that bowling balls arc out and 
hoses arc In. • - 

‘if' you're going to give pigs something to 
play with, give them toys they really like."' 
said Temple Grandin, an animal behaviorallst 
at the University of Illinois; ' 

Pigs given their favorite toys seem less likely 
to hurt each other and more likely to produce 
good meat, said Grandin. 

She -and her. associates have conducted 
research to determine which toys pigs like best 
and how long they play with them. 

They found pigs prefer strips of cloth or rub* 


ber hoses hanging above their pens! Some chew 
on the ends "like gum." and others "jerk and 
shake" the toys like a dog. pulling on a towel, 
said Grandin. 

The pigs rciccled two toys frequently provid- 
ed by farmers; chains were too heavy and hurt 
their mouths, and balls became coated with 
manure from rolling around the pens, she said. 

When the pigs have toys they like, they, play 
with them regularly, Pigs played with the 
dangling objects about an hour a day the first 
week, then tapered off to a consistent half-hour 
"of Intense activity" daily, Grandin said. 

"And, they had distinct times when they 
wanted to play with ihcir toys," she said. "It 


certainly Rdkfed'-llke the' pigs 'were enjoying 
themselves." 

■There’s a practical value from the toys for 
the livestock producer. 

"Toys .occupy the pigs and keep them' from 
engaging In vices like tall-bltlng. which can 
hurt the animals." said Grandin. "And. putting 
toys into the pen also helps make the pigs more 
calm.” 

" That makes them easier to'^handle when 
/ajmers get them ready for market and when 
ftbey are unloaded at the slaughterhouse, she 
said. 

' -"We know if the pigs get highly excited, they 
are more likely to have poor quality meat, 
•said Grandin.
